WASHINGTON, October 4. | 
Surgeon General Hamilton of the

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HONOLULU POLITICS. 
Claus Spreckels at War With the 
Gevernment Officiais. 

HONOLULU, H. I. Sept, 24. 
Editor Gazette: Again Honolulp 
is convulsed with a political erup-; 
tien. The ‘opposition’ has picked 


another flaw in the armor of the] 


Government, and their shafts this! 
time have nearly, if not quite, 
reached a vital spot. At any rate, 
friends of the Ministry are more 
concerned over this last attack than 
over uny previous. one that has 
lately been made. An opposition 
paper has published a card, over 
the signature of Claus Spreckels, 
accusing a member of the Board of 
Immigration of receiving $5 per 
head on all Chinese. immigrants 
(slaves would be a more appropri- 


ate name) landed in this Kingdom. 
As the case now stands, it is a ques- 
tion of veracity between the accused 
official and Sir Claus. 
cial is a son-in-law of the Prime 
Minister, it is apparent that the lat- 
ter person is teing whipped over 
the former’s shoulders. Spreckels: 
evidergly intends to oust .the 
resent Cabinet. For what reason 
is not apparent, as the affairs of 
t e government are being now as 
well, if not better, conducted for the 
benefit of the people than ever be- 
great sugar king has 
gone about this business in a man- 
ner which indicates that ‘‘it will be 
a cold day when he gets left,’”’ and 
as cold daysare a rarety down here, 
heis in a fair way toaccomplish his 
end. The Daily Bulletin has 
changed hands since this began, 
and rumor hath it that Claus could 
teli who now owns it. Through its 
columns every morning, as through 
those of two weekly papers, the 
public is told more about the life 
and doings of Mr. Gibson (the pre- 
mier), than perhaps- he himself 
Knows. It is suid that Spreckels 
has formally demanded of the King 
the dismissal of Gibson, and as a 
consequence he is the all-absorbing 
topic of conversation, and he has 
been so far honored as to become 
the subject of numerous caricatures 
by local artists, whose specimens of 
skill adorn bulletin boards and shop 
windows throughout the city. 
What these pictures are intended 
to represent is not for a @gmmon 
foreiguer to determine, but that 
they are funny there is no doubt, 
as is evinced by the laughter of 
crowcs of natives who constantly 
surround them. What the outcome 
of all this maneuveiing will be, is 
the. question of the hour, and the 
result may be taken as fairly indi- 
cating the extent of Claus Spreck- 
els’ influence over the “‘ King of the 
Cannibal Islands,’ or the fear the 
last named individual has that his 
Prime Minister will use his in- 
fluence among the natives and cause 
him to become more unpopular 
than he now is, if such a thing be 
possible. It is more than likel 
that for this reason Gibson will 
come out ‘‘on top of the heap.”’

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The Coombs Jury. 

The Coombs case was submitted 
to thejury at 11:40 yesterday. They 
came in last evening, shortly after

cially, and usa whole, as given by 
the Court, in order that they may 
agree upon avd render a just a.d 
impartial verdict according to law 
and evidence; that it is their daty | 
to enter upon their deliberations 
with dueconsideration and an earn- 
est desire that without bias or 
he poser’ or influenced ee mee 
they may agree upon a jug ver- 
dict. The Court said that eonsider- 
ing the time devoted to the trial of 
the cause the jury had accepted the 
duty of giving a pruportionate share 
of care, patience and consideration 
to the decision of the same.
